SAM LAZARUS ON TEXAS BREEDING. 

Lone Star Turfman’s Views Touching Thor- 
oughbred Industry In His State. 

Turfman Sam r.aizarus. of Texas and St. Louis, 
was in New York a few days ago and in a talk 
with A. B. Smith, of Morning Telegraph, gave 
some interesting details of his experience in breed- 
ing thorougbbreils and also some statements toueh- 
iug racing in Texas — racing that is iNiund to grow 
in importance as the years pass and the managers 
learn how to induce «»wners of giaxl horses to 
patronize their circuit of tra<*ks. .\sked alHiiit his 
breeding ventures. Mr. I.aziirus said: 

**rve studied breeding a lot.” said .Mr, Lazarus, 
“but I’m just beginniug to think I don’t know 
anything alwnt It at all. \ man figures on the 
ilifferent crosses and nieks. pores over breeding 
lines and does Ids best to get the right thing, but, 
after all. I tell you it's a good deal of a guess. 
Not that I do not lielieve in the science, and. of 
oinrso. a man has simply to keep mi at the game; 
blit you try it awhile and find for yourself what a 
mystery the whole thing is. S>me day. may lie. 
I will get a crackajack, and tlien I guess It will 
just be a case of the go<Is playing another practical 
joke. 

‘‘There’s Mr. Keene. He’s had a great rnn of 
success, but be has had many a disappointment. tcM», 
and thorough student of bn*eding as he is. lie 
couldn’t tell you why. but he’k got the right idea, 
that Is, just to keep ou going. 

“Of course, my place is not .so important In the 
breeding world, but 1 tal:e' more interest in It thau 
iu anything, aud I’ve got some good stock down 
there, including the dam of Crescendo, Janet N.,

rallatine, full sister to Inspector B.: Mauetta, 

Found and Etta Gilroy. I lielieve Macy Is a goml 
sire, and now I’m going 1o take Right Ro>*al down 
there, and surely lie ought to fx* a gmal one, but 
It’.*:* all a big gamble. . 

“Rut I’m not di.sconraged. only 1 realize the 
great iineertainty of the whole proposition and am 
nna*e determined tiian ever to br«*ed a real giMxi 
om* some time. 

“The Imk of the game is shown iu the efforts of 
Barney SehrellHT of Woodlands Stud in Missouri. 
He buys Foul Sliot with all that good Musket and 
.trtillery bkMKl. aud Foul Shot lacks a dollar and 
a ipiurter of lieing worth thirty cents. Then he 
takes Sain, who could scarcely win a .s<*lling race 
on the western race tracks, and everytliiug he gets 
wins, and some of them mighty goml mies, too. 
There is Oniiomle with Orsini and Ossary to show. 

“Smm* poople t«*ll me that I breed to old inai'i*s 
to«» niiK'li inst<‘ad of untried and young ones, but the 
obi ones pnxluee the lK*st sometimes, and it looks 
like tlie ilam of Cieseeiido ought to throw a goml 
oae. doesn’t it? Smne lioisi*men tliink that Cres- 
eembi was the best horse ever raised in tlie west. 
Barney Sehiviber .says he was tlie best two-year-old 
he even saw. 

“Fin just liaving Righr Royal insured Iiere tmlay 
and if I didn’t do it something w<»uld iiapp«*n to him 
sure. I lost Major Daingerliebl. you know, through 
his being kicked in a paddock down at the farm. 
Right Ifi^.vcii will have the best chance I can give 
liim at .Vbileiie. and I believe lie will make ginid.’’ 
.Mr. Lazarus is entliusiastie over the Texas rac- 
ing «*ir<*nit now under the supervision of the Texas 
Thoroughbred Ass<wiat ion. “All things considered.’’ 
In* sail], “we have a mighty fine little eircuit, with 
fifteen days at Dallas, eight at Fort Worth, eight 
at Houston and fifteen at 5an Antonio. Then there 
is Beauinmit an«I Austin, and they ought to be in 
the elreiiit, t«M». The state could support ten tracks 
with siiort meetings very well. Racing begins the 

last of SeptemlM*!' and it is in the very best 
liands. There an* no divid<*nds de(*lared. Every- 
thing g<K*s into ruuning ex|M*nses and improvements. 

“Texas is the only state in the union which has 
a law against any form of gambling or lM*ttiug 
except on horse *ra«vs on a regular and re<*ogniz(*d 
race track. They simply will not iiave gambling 
anywhere else. We have a pretty fair class of 
liors«*s. tiiongli many of tliein an* Texas-br<*<l. Great 
irowds turn out to see the sport, and it is run 
in eonneetion witli the annual fairs at Dallas and 
tin* other cities. 

“.'*MMiie of tin* breeilers in Texas are J. W. Fuller 
at Wills I’oint. near l>allas; Fred Wooii at Abi- 
lene; S. B. Burnett at Fort Worth; R. J. Kleburg 
at Kingsville, and Henry Batcbeler at Ennis. Bateh- 
eler brouglit Wildmore cast and campaigned Jack 
Hardy and L’ Argentine.” 

•Mr. Lazarus .said nnxlestly that be only Iiad a 
iiiie litth* ranch at Abilene of .‘{‘J.opo acres, which 
was small for an old-time Te.xan. ’I'lien iu* ineii- 
tioiK'd tlie famous King ramli of l.IiKt.Oob aires 
as an example of a giNxl sized place. 

Tlie Texas racing circuit has attracted con- 
siderable attention frmii horsemen outside of that 
state, aud there is every reason to lx*lieve that 
there will be (*oiitiiiued improvement owning to the 
great success it lias bad since the racing law was 
passed. But the Texans should make their stake 
events for horses other thap those Texas-bred, as 
is the case at present. It is all right to eneourage 
breeding in their own state, but the meetings ean 
not attract go<Ml horses from the outside under the 
present eonditions. 

They have the best law* in tlie world for the 
protection of racing, and there is every indieatimi 
that they will ki*<*p it. as the entire Texas public 
is devoted to the si»ort and wants to st*e it ex- 
tended and made «»f gem'ral iin]>ortauce tlirougli- 
out tlie country. Th<*n the Texans should looseti 
up and go iu strong for the breeding of thorough- 
breds and getting higher elass horses. Thorough- 
breils are not raised like cattle, and the.v deserve 
more attention and cost more money to i>erfe<*t 
if the idea is to make the Lone Star State a 
genuine tho’.oughbred racing and breeding ground. 

Mr. Lazarus came east to Washington to see 
Right Royal run in the Washington (’up aud the 
Maximum, and he thinks a great deal of the black 
horse by Rapallo — Mrs. Delaney. In fact lie hates 
to see his Imrses beaten, us he told me at Wash- 
ington. After the Cup he did not care to start 
Right Royal in the Maximum unless the track be- 
came soft and suitable to the horse’s bad legs, 
but Ills trainer induced him to start him, lieliev- 
ing that he would run an improved race over the 
Cup showing. Mr. Lazarus iKuight Right Royal 
during the Buffalo meeting aud has won nint 
rae«*s with him. 



PROMISING YEARLINGS DEAD. 

New York. December 4. — R. A. Smith left yes- 
terday for New’ Orleans, where his horses are al- 
ready quartered, and he will assume the manage 
meut of the stable on his arrival. Mr. Smith,' in- 
stead of attending the racqs at Washington, spent 
two weeks hunting in New Brunswick. Just before 
leaving New York lie received a telegram announ- 
cing the loss of two of the be.st yearlings in his 
stable. One was the Cesarion — Insinuate filly, and 
the other a brown colt b.v CK>ld Heels — Sanctissima. 
both of which he purchased at the yearling sales 
last summer. He still has three yearlings at New 
Orleans which will be raced after the first of the 
year, but none of lh»*m is as promising as the 
two that dieil. In S|>e:iktng of his loss just l»efore 
liis departure .Mr. Smith said: 

“I’m starting the winter season some loser. 
Both of these youngsters showed me a quarter iu 
tweuty-three seconds, over the training track at 
Beloiout Bark, aud 1 Lad reason to expect great 



things of them next season. The same morning 
Oreeii Seal, which has plenty of speed, stepped the 
same quarter in 2.'‘3. and Notasulga went along lu 
about the same time.

MUDDY GOING AT OAKLAND. 

FIRST RAIN OF THE SEASON SLOWS UP 
THE RECORD-BREAKING TRACK. 

Peter Sterling Wins Praise for a Good Per- 
formance — Blondy Defeats San Nicholas 
— Some Ruling Off. 



Oakland. Cal.. December 4. — After a seven 
months’ spell of dry weather and perpetual sun- 
shine, flu* tweiity-second day of the iireseut meet- 
ing opened iuaiispiciously for the chief of outdian* 
si»orts, racing. A light rain fell during the fore- 
noon, converted the liK*al track into a state of 
plastery mud and made the task of picking the 
winners in- the majority of the six races extremely 
puzzling. Notwithstanding this handicap, race- 
go<*rs fared unusually wdl in their ring operations 
with tlie suf<*esses of the favorite I’eter Sterling 
in the main feature, of Heather .Scott iu . tlie 
opening race, of Agnolo, the sei-oiid choice and lu'st 
backed horse in the next race and. finally over the 
victory of BItmdy. al.so another big money carrier 
and, but for a fraction of ixids. tlie actual favor- 
ite, in the fifth. The other two winners. Serenity 
aud Captain Burnett, third choices in the liettiug, 
were briskly backed across the lioard and the lay- 
ers, after paying out place and show wagers on 
this pair, broke no miM*e than oven, despite the 
downfall of the two short -priced starters, Meada 
aud Fisher Boy. 

'Lbe eiiief race, the Berkeley Handicap, at a mile 
and an eighth, attracted a superior class field of 
six starters, including I’eter Sterling, San Alviso, 
Red Leaf. Dollie Dollars, Janeta and Ovelando. 
The Trotter four-year-old revealeil high class form 
ill his decisive defeat of the quintette opposed to 
him. He was a heavily iiaeked favorite and carried 
117 iMMiiids to an easy victory in the fast time for 
the slow state of tlie going of 1:54^. After the race 
experts and horsemen were generally inclined to 
the belief that Deter Sterling is the best horse 
in training at present In the United Statfis. 

The discouraging weather conditions kept the at- 
tendance tiMlay down to 5,000. Guy Burns was the 
only joi key of note .to score a sucess during the 
afternoiui. Both Miller aud Dugan were eclipsed 
by the lesser known contingent of jockeys riding 
here. 

The stewards t<u>k action in the John Strobol- 
•Mentry-Fin Joe “doping” and brib«*ry case by ruling 
the former off the turf. The incident is now con- 
si(b*red cIosimI. 

G. F. Hume, of the Marchmont Stable, was also 
foumi sjUhty of using or administering stimulants 
to tlie horse Saint Moilan before the running of the 
first race ou ’Tuesday and suspended indefinitely. 
’I’he stewards also recommended that his license 
as trainer be revoked. 

Emma G., which was backed all over the country, 
aeiMTiling to rumor, to win the first race, was vir- 
tually left at the post. 

RACE TRACK AT HAMMOND; MAYBE. 



It is rumored that quiet negotiations are lieing 
conducted by a Chicago syndicate for the purchase 
or lease of a large tract of land near Hammond, 
Indiana, to be used as a race track site if the 
politii*al outliMik next year will warrant the build- 
ing of a mile track and the necessary buildings. 
Governor J. Frank Haiily, who, during his term of 
office has been violently opposed to racing, retires 
as chief executive January 1, 1909, and the pro- 
moters of the Hammond project believe that his 
suct*essor will not be opposed to the holding of race 
meetings in that state. If the result of the elec- 
tion next fall is favorable, as the promoters now 
anticipate, steps will be immediately taken towards 
the construction of the necessary pYant. In any 
event no attempt will be made to hold a meeting 
until after there has been a change Iu the state 
administration. 



NOTASULGA DOING WELL. 



Notasulga Is said to be the best of the big colony 
of horses Thomas McOeery has in his public stable 
at Belmont Park. Her owners, Henry Brulatour 
and Alfred Hamel, have entered The Commoner — 
’rouch Not filly in many of the three-year-old races 
for next year, and other engagements will be made 
during the winter. They believe Notasulga will 
Ik* the champion long-distance filly next year. She 
has grown and tilled ont considerably since she was 
laid up during the Saratoga meeting, when she 
picked up a rusty nail. No serious attempt 
was made after this accident to get her 

back to racing form, and the preparation 
of the filly next spring will be slow and careful, 
permitting her to come to the races in her own 
gooil time. Notasulga was hurried too mueh at 

New Orleans last winter, and the contrary course 
will be pursued next year.

GUTTENBERG’S GREAT MATCH RACE. 

Tammany’s Defeat of Lamplighter and Its 
Results — Breeding Bureau Benefits. 

New York. December 2. — .Astonishment w’as ex- 
pressetl liere at tlie news that Lamplighter had been 
sold at anctioii Dm* At least twice in his 

eareer Ibis sensatiikiial turf |M*rforiiier eltanged hands 
at live figiire.s — tuiee wlien the late (’aptaiii Brown 
ami his partner. .1. W. Rogers, let him go to Pierre 
Lurillurd, the owner of Itancoe^s, for 130,000; and 



again when G<*ttfried Walbaum paid $20,000 for him 1 
at auction in .ind witliin a m«»f»th liad raced i 

him in llie sensational match at the G»itteni»crg 
track with Marcus l»al.>’s Taimmuiy. I have in my * 
scrap iMXkk, treasured for its remiuisccuccs of other ' 
days, Including scenes at Washington Park in the | 
heydey of It.s prosperity, a photograph taken of the , 
judges’ stand at Guttenberg oii the day of that j 
ineinoralkle contest. The match had attracted so { 
much attention all over the United States that the 1 
largest cosmoi>olitan assemblage ever gathered with- 1 
in the inclosure over-ran the judges^ staml. There ^ 
was barely room for the officials selected for tlie ^ 
race. The late Colonel S, I>. Bnice and the late , 
John E. Brewster were chosen by the management, ( 
at iny .suggestion, to act as judges and stewards, 
in eonjunction with the writer, who was the regular ! 
official. < 

The photograph shows clearly enough the late * 
General W. II. Jackson, the late Marcus Daly, the 
late Colonel Bruce and the late Mr, Brewster, as 
well as many who are still alive and are able to j 
appreciate goixi sport — men like De Courcey Forbes, ] 
who at that time held very close relations with 
Pierre I.(Orillard. and who came over to see his much- 
admired Lamplighter run at a course he had never | 
been over In public; “Billy” Roller, whoso inysteri- ‘ 
ous disappearance two years ago from the eastern 
tracks has never bein explained; .Tames B. Dyer, 
who trained JRkwiXHl f<>r Walter Grata and later 1 
trained in Austria with great success, and others ' 
not so well known to the turf world. Marcus Daly 
is depicted engaged in a friendly chat w’lth Tam- 
many’s breeder, (ieneral Jackson. Gottfried AVal- 
baniu is one of the crowd on the steps of the judges’ 
stand. He is but one of the fifty persons seen 
massed in a solid crush watching the horses going 
to the post. 

Of course, all horsemen recall that Tammany wou 
the match and with it a great deal of money for 
his owner, and as a consequence Fred Walbaum lost 
at least $20.<KK> in l»ets, so that the well-meant l>oom 
for the Giittenl>erg track cost one of the “big four” 
much more personally than the receipts of the day, 
large as they were. The race was run on Thursday. 
Septemlker 28, 1893, for $2,500 a side, with $5,000 
added, and the mile and a quarter was run in 2:06}. 
which, w’hile not so fast as has been done by the 
Ix'st horses, was nevertheless a fine performance. 
Each horse carried 122 pounds. Garrison on Tam- 
many aud Taral on launpUghter. The latter made 
his own runuing, ami as the late Andrew Thompson, 
the iH*gro hor.semaii well reineml»ered for his well- 
educated hearing, .said to me after the race: “It 

would have been a faster race and Lamplighter 
wfiuld not have boon l>e:iloii .so easil.v if tluTo bad 
l»een two or three other hor.ses in to uiaiutain the 
paoe giHHl ami strong.” 

It was this iiialeh and the financial effect that 
this and the conflict with the board of control 
traoks had on the latter, that showeil the turf gov- 
ernment of that periml the necessity for the regula- 
tion of tlates. Guttenberg was well able to race 
against the Bnxtkiyn Joeke.v (bib that month ami 
make money. But the Gravesend track di«l not 
earn anytliiug like as large returns as before the 
<-outru*t, ami when a year later there was no clash 
everything seemed bright iiiitil the passing of the 
eonstitntbHinl amendment proliibUing Iketfing. 

This seemed a body blow to turf interests, but 
tlianks to the unremitting efforts of the mmi who 
composed the Jockey (bub, the popular institution 
has been maintained as the greatest of all simrts, 
l»ringing vast profits to the assiH-iations, enriching 
ail Hie breeders of the land, aiding the agricultural 
interests and affording enploynient to liundreds of 
persons. Dates were mutually agreed on by all the 
traiks then in existence that desired to race, and 
the effect has been satisfactory all around. This 
is wb.v the raueli-talked of Empire Ulty decision l»y 
Ho‘ Court Api»e;ils has left the turf worbl in a 
slate of uncerlainfy, for no <me except Jani<‘s i;utb*r 
really knows what dales will be desir<‘d by him, 
ami if be wants August, as this year, there is cer- 
tain to be great dissatisfaction on the part of the 
Saratoga people, as well as others whose efforts in 
the past have been for Hie good of the turf. 

Wlien I read that Lamplighter bad been sold for 
$100, the first thought that came to my mind was 
that he would have been a desirable acquisition to 
the Breeding Bureau of New Y’ork, because most of 
his g»*t seem to like long-distance races and were, 
niortHjver, sound, as a rule. In the military race 
at Benuiiig on Friday the winner, Gregg, was said 
to have lieeu a thoroiiglibred aud by Lamplighter, 
Tills is not claimed as a fact, but one thing is cer- 
tain, the military race will Ik? taken as a capital 
tiling to imitate at other points where racing 
tlirives, and in order to win it thoroughbreds not 
fast enough to run at light weights but up to 
carrying heavy weights over a long distance of 
griHiiid will be in great demand, lienee, a horse 
wliich might not be worth $100 for ordinary racing 
might be worth if be could be depemb‘d upon 

to run iiromiiieiiHy in the military race. This seems 
the logical conclusion, and causes thinking men to 
approve the Washington Jockey CIuli’s efforts in 
this directum. Naturally, the consideration of this 
leads one to eonteiiiplate with approbation the re- 
cent action of the four leading turf associations of 
Hie New York circuit in offering $14,4(JO in prizes 
f<»r the proiluce of stallions pkiced by the Breeding 
I'.im-au last year, and of course the natural question 
is what is to become of the proiiuce of the forty- 
sev«‘U stallions so placed. .After the colts and fillies 
have become old emmgh to be exhibited or sold for 
gem*ral purposes, or for racing if they are fast 
enough, where will a market be found for theiu’Y 
Will the Jockey Ulub initiate a series of turf con- 
tests limited to the produce of such stallions on 
somewliat the same lines as done in Canada fie- 
<lueiiHy when races are limited to (’anadian-breds, 
and if so what will be the nature of such contests? 
Why not now oiK*n some Futurities to be raced for 
by the produce of these stallions at races more 
than a mile ami at an age which will aid the vexed 
question of “Why is racing?” Why not come out 
now with the d<‘tails of such races so that a further 
stimulus may be given to the Breeding Bureau 
aud its well-devised aims? J. J. Burke.

St. Frusquin in the Lead for This Year with 
Gallinule a Good Second. 

Dis<*n.ssiug the cimiparative success of English 
sires through their two-ycar-olds of 1907, “Special 
rommissioner” of Ix>mIoit Sporting Life, writing at 
the end of the first week of November, said: 

“Three montlis have elapsed since the last occa- 
sion on which I drew attention in this column to 
the successful sires of two-year-obls. A convenient 
opportunity now pres«‘nts itself for reviewing tlie sit- 
uation in the light of subsequent happenings. There 
are one or two valuable nurseries in the programs 
of forthcoming meetings — tlie Knowsley at Liver- 
IKK>1, for example, which has been advanced from 
$2,500 to $5,000 by way of suitably f‘ouimemorating 
the new’ straiglit five-furlong course; but we now 
have all the most important two-year-obi races 
iHdiind ns, and nothing that may occur between 
iM>w ami Hie -eml of tlie Manchester meeting is 
likely to have iiiiich effect on Hie figures which 4 
am alKMit to set fortli. In the appended table I 
have iucludeU ail the sires whose two-j’ear-olus

In the table 1 iniblished at the beginning of Au- | 
gust twenty-live stallions had qualified for admis- j 
sion. The new recruits are William the Third, For- , 
farshire, Ladas, Wolf’s Crag, Raeburn. Isinglass, 
Cherry Tree, Melton and King’s Me.ssenger. So 
far as the others are concerned there have been some 
remarkable changes. St. Frusquin, for instance, 
lias gone from the eighteenth place to the top. 
Needless to say. he owes his advaiu’enient almost ^ 
entirely to the brilliant achievements of Lesbia. * 
Commencing with the Prince of Wales’ Plate at 
York, she scored five times, her total being $40.- 
;i.‘12.50. None other of St. Frusquin’s offspring has 
done as well as this for him the first soason. Flot- 
sam and Quintessence won $25,lS0 and $12,850 re- 
si>eelively, as two-j’car-olds. St. .Ainant, in P.I03, 
carried off three races worth $25,815, aud two years 
ag<Y Flair won $26,920. It will be observed that 
so far St. Frusquin has done lx»st with his fillies. ^ 
S<i did his sire. St. Simon, at the eoiiiniencemcnt 
of his stud career. There can, 1 think, lx? little 
iloiibt that Flair and Lesbia, who are sisters, are ' 
Hie best of either sex got by St. Frusquin, and it 
is worthy of note that his great rival. Persimmon, ! 
is also renowned chiefly as the sir<> of S’eeptre. i 
Witli equal luck, hoHi would have had a Derby 
winner, for while St. Frusquin is represented on i 
Hie roll of honor by St. Aiuaiit, Persimmon w'ould < 
almost certainly have scoreil with Zinfandel but 
for the untimely death of CXilonel .Mi’Caliuont, 
which voided his nomination. Perhaps, however, it 
is lietter not to talk of luck in tliis eonneefion. 
because It may be taken for granted, as 1 iwiintiMl ' 
out on Satnnhiy. that Flair would have wou the 
iH-rby bad she not broken down after her victory in 
the One Tlionsand Guineas. Apart from Lesbia

Carnarvon’s St, (’yril. But for his wind infirmity, 
which necessitated the insertion of a tnlK? in his 
throat, this youngster would in all iirobability have , 
bt‘ea one of Hio lx‘st of his year. So far as make , 
and shape are concerned, he is all that could be , 
desired, and allied to liis brilliant speed are cour- 
age and pertinacity. It may uot be generally , 
known that he is entered for both the Derby ainl | 
St. L<*ger next seasmi. 

“Galliiiiile, luwv sc«*ond in the list, was first tliree 
months ago. It then sccnieil highly pndnible that 
he would maintain the premier positimi to Hie end 
of Hie season; but the totally unexp4‘cu*d collapse of 
White Eagle greatly impaired bis prosiM*ets. This 
colt had already jdaced $37,8*57.50 to his ueconnt. 
and it seemed a forcgmie eonclusion that he would 
secure one or more of tlie big autumn prizes, Imt 
his failure iu the contest f«>r the Chanii>agne Stakes 
at Itoneaster oomplotely altered tlie situation. His 
great performanee at Saudowii, w’here he gave 
twelve pounds and a head beating to Uhodora, 
exhausted his store of nervous energy. EverybiKly 
recognized at the time Hiat be had accomplished 
a tremendous feat; after .seeing Rliodora win the 
IH'wlmrst l‘late wo are belter able to guuge Hie 
value of the achieveinujit. It is (piite likely that 
White Eagle will re appear as a Hire<* -year -old with 
all his i)Ower restored to him. If so. what are the 
odds against his lieing the best of Hie colts V. Since 
the beginning of .August, (ialliiiule’s list of two- 
y<‘ar-idd winners has tK*en stiengtbeiieil by the addi- 
tion of Miranda and French l*artiidge. The former 
has not fnltilb‘d Hie promise she displayed at the 
First OctoU‘r M«‘etiug, but Freneii Partridge has 
wou a couple of races w'orth $7,rsjo— iierformuuces 
which have chh'tly served the puriiose of enhancing 
the reputation of .Mountain Api»le, wlio defeated her 
so easily in the race for the Clearwell Stak(‘s. 
P(*rsininion’s total lias received an addition of n<‘arly 
$26,<Mio iu the course of the three months. The 
cvrtitr Unitors during tliis pmbxl have been Royal 
Realm, Rusheutter, Your Majesty ami .Mountain 
Ai»ple. The lasf-nannMl is unquestionably the iiu»st 
promising of this ipiartet, and in due season w’e 
shall probably find that in giving him only 113 
pounds, the framers of the Free llaiulicai> greatly 
underrated his aliility. Orme owes ins prominence 
in onr list to the victories gaintKl by Vamose and 
RluHlora. The former is, it is to lie feared, an ex- 
idtMled force, but there are great iMissildlities in 
Rhoilora, sister to Hrby. 8he won the Dewbnrst 
Plate in great stylo aud, though not at present to 
lie classed with Leslda, there is so iniicli more of 
her that she may not be far liehiinl Sir Daniel 
rooi»cr’s filly next year. .And so one niight go on, 
but I will not pursue this analysis further at 
present. I sliall have more to say on the siUijcct 
wlnm the full stmsoii’s records are availalde.”

SID BERRY’S PHILOSOPHY. 



Sid Berry, the veteran horseman, has sold out 
and is going to quit tlie game. Berry began his 
racing career aliout tliirty years ago ami lias been 
a prominent figure in New Orleans racing for the 
past lifteen years. When the old Fair Grounds 
was opened under the man.igeinent of Charl(‘S Bu.sh. 
Berry brought bis stable from Lexington. Ky., to 
the Fair Grounds. He had fourteen head at that 
time, among them Princess Fonso. Sir Planet. Rex- 
.setta. Rosoyota and the like. The first meeting 
nnder the management of .Mr. Bush was conducted 
with less than 1.50 head of horses, says the New 
Orleans Picayune. Berry continued to run at the 
Fair Grounds each season until 15(00, when he re- 
tired to his home at Mobile.* 

Last year the old spirit became so strong that 
he returned to his old love and since his return 
has had incubator, George C. Graddy and Corinne, 
all three of these having rarrieil off purses for him, 
and when asked why he was nlmnt to retire under 
such circumstances, he said: 

‘•.My dear boy, the future docs not look good to 
me, and as Corinne is barred from City Park on 
account of having raced at the Louisiana Driving 
Park, I do not care to invest in any more horses 
just for the racing liere this winter. They will 
race the 100 days, Imt after that what’s to become 
of them? No, the gnim* ain’t like it used to be. 

• Is it not a fact,” aski'd the reiiorter, ‘•that 
these one-lialf-inile tracks ami small meetings have 
caused public seutiuieut against raciug'r” 



‘•Well, to a certain extent, but not altogether. 
Since my arrival here three weeks ago I have 
learned tliat the manager and several horsemen at 
the Louisiana Driving Park were ruled off h.v the 
I'ity Park Jm-key Club, but is it not a fact that 
th<*re are now* some half a dozen or mon* horse- 
men in gi¥Ml standing at tlie big tracks tliat have 
been ruled off for doing things equally as bad? 

“I am not in favor of half-mile tracks, but I 
tliink the ‘cause’ is more to blame than the evil. 
If yon will go back to tlie beginning yon will find 
that the ‘Western Jockey Club* is the cause of 
these half-mile tracks and .liiu Crow’ meetings. 
Tlie jocke.v club miopted the rule that all trainers 
should pay $1.5 per year for a lircnse, EveryhiHly 
was invited’ to liocome a trainer. It was no more 
trouble to get a trainer’s license fi>r $1.5 than to 
buy a glass of beer with a nickel. The conse- 
quence was that hundreds began to think they wore 
trainers, and as so4»n as tliey would get tlieir license 
they would look up a horse and get busy. So lojig 
as the game was going at St. l.onis and Cbic'jigo 
it was all right, as the managers wanted pU*n!y 
of material to gamble .with, hut when the deluge 
came and they could not use these*, they wen* 
given the marhlo heart. Now. if this same jockey 
c*lnh had the right to manufacture these men and 
lake their money for years, they liad a right to let 
them ilown as easy as iMi.ssihle. I have no sympathy 
with tin’s isior owner talk — the turf is no plac*e 
for paupers. man w’ho is not a iiatnral-horii 

lior.scinan and c*annot dig’ wli^n the circumstances 
demand it, should he in some other business.

Lamplighter, a bay horse, IS, by Spendthrift — 
Torehlight, purchased at the recent sales at Lex- 
iiigtou liy Itarney Sehreil»er for SO>0, will be the 
nucleus of a breeding bim*au in the state of Mis- 
souri. Lamplighter was a grand race burse and 
sire and siiould prove a valuible aC'iuisitioii to 
tliose who would produce hors*s will: a strain of 
tliorougldired bl«K»d.

Then came the 
Suburban, where be finisliod third to Montana and 
Maj<ir Homo in a driving finish, being boaten a half 
length and a head. The Thistle. Champion and 
Choi«e St.ikes, Twin City and Bridge Handicaps 
and the First and Second Specials fell to his prowess 
before hi.s eami>aigu as a three year-old ended. 

Diablo eompiered the giNwi son of Spendthrift in 
his first start as a four-year-old in the Brooklyn 
Haiidieap. I.amplighter carried 12.5 pounds in this 
race to Dialdo’s 112. and was beaten a length and 
a half. Following this eauie his vietork'S in the 
Standard and Maturity Stakes at tiravesend, l>otli 
«*f which he won with ease. After winning four 
more races for the Raiieocas Stable Lamplighter 
passed into the hamis of (lottfried Walbanm. His 
first start for his new owner resulted in a victory 
in the ttriental Handicap at tiravesend. iu which 
he defeated such high-class I'aivrs as Itampi-t. Sir 
Walter and others. Tiie First Special was again 
his, beating Cadmus, his only opponent, by two 
lengths oil a heavy track. 

Lamidighter made his first appearance at the old 
Cuitenberg track iu a match with Tammany f<ir a 
purse of $5.tM)0 and $2,500 a side. In this lie was 
decisively beaten by four lengths. Starting for the 
last time in the east this season he won the Country 
Club Handicap at Morris I’ark. carrying i:iO pounds, 
and defeated Charade, Reckon, Picknicker and 
I.H>w lander, running the mile and an eiglith in 1:54. 
l.amplight(*r was tlien taken west to conquer, but 
did not ace<»mplish much. Starting three times at 
Hawthorne, but little of his former form was dis- 
pl.iyed, as he was boaten fiflemi lengths by Yo 
Tambien in a match race at .one and one-eightii 
miles, and finished a had third iu a threc-eornereii 
siieiial, Clifford winning by eight lengths, with Yo 
Tambien ten lengths in front of Lamplighter. This 
was his last start as a four-year-old. 

Lamplighter started but nine times in his career 
as a five-year-old, and was victorious in four races 
and nnidaced but once. About his best achieve- 
ments of the year were the winning of the Cana- 
dian .Stakes and Merehanis’ HandiCMp at Saratoga. 

Late in the year 1895 Lamplighter was purchased 
from Walbaum by Milton Young, for whom he won 
fine race, a purse at a mile, run at Gravesend, 
In this ho defeated such cracks as Cash Day, 
(bitliam and Brandywine. His last start under 
eidors was iu a purse at Morris Park, where he 
fini.shed unplaced. He was then retired to the 
stud, making a great success as a sire, among his 
produce lieing many stake winners.

Colonel Wheeler was bred by James B. Ilaggin 
at the famous Rancho del I’aso Slini at Sacramento 
and is by Midlothian— Agnes (formerly Ondalight). 
by Onondaga. Colonel Wheeler raced three years, 
as a two, tliree and four-year-old. During these 
three years he won a mmiber of g»>od races, meet- 
ing and defeating tlie best of his age at the tracks 
on which he raceil. He was raced by Messrs. Burns 
A Waterhouse ami was ridden in nearly all of his 
races by either Thorpe or Jones. Colonel Wheeler 
made his lii.«t start at Ingleside. .iamiary 2o. ISIHJ 
::ml was unplaced. Ten days later he was started 
again, but did not finish in the money. In his 
third i;u-e he finished second to W. O’B. .Mae- 
donungh’s Zauiar II. He won his next three races, 
defeating Searbor(»ugh, Lady LaureiwCHKl, Charle- 
maege. Toriedo, Aima Dale. St. Duiistiu, Gordon, 
:'.iid Qneeii Flambeau among others. He was then 
siiipped to Milwaukee, where he wou one of three 
starts. From ihei’e he was taken tt» St. I.ouis, 

where he won his third start .\ugnst 21. and fol- 
liiwed this victory with two more out of five races. 
His lirst race as a three-year-oh( was at Ingleside 
Fela-uary 22. 1S97 and. after his next start, he ',vas 
only once out.^ide the money during the year. His 
last race of the season was in thi* Naglee Selling 
Stakes, in wliich lie finisheil second to his stable 
roate, Siiasta V/ater. 

.\s a four -yoar-ohl Colonel Wlnader only started . 
three times, on<a' first, one second and one third. * 
He won the Golden tiate Stakes January 10. 1S9S, 
liefeating Dr. Sliai]». .^atsuina. Fleur de Lis and 
Si. Callatiue and his stable mate. Sliasta Water. 
Iu tlie MeL:iughliu Selling Stakes live days later 
he w.as beaten by Dr. II. E. RowelFs Satsmna 
by a nose. Garland Barr. King William. Tom 
t'romwell and Buekwa finished in the order named 
behind liim. 'J'lie mile and one-sixti'cnth was run 
ill l;!^:; over a slow traek. Colonel Wlieeler ran 
bis last race Septenib<‘r tJ. ISDS. during the race 
meeting held at Sacramento in conjunction with the 
State Fair. Iu this race he finished third to Ko 
Ko and Searborough. 

Colonel M'heeler was a good performer at any 
ueiglit, but preferred a fast track. As a sire he 
has already si nt Drinci ss Wlieeler, Gossip«*r IL. 
Stonna. Colonel Faverdaie. Costados. Acreedor. My 
Duleie. Santa Juanita and otlier g«K»d performers to 
Hu* races since bis retirement from the turf.
